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Top tourist 
attraction is 
latest victim 
of economic 
hard times

ONE of the county’s top tourist attrac¬ 
tions has become the latest casualty of 
the economic squeeze with the company 
behind the Hop Farm announcing its 
imminent demise. 

Bad weather and a drop in visitor num¬ 
bers, combined with cancelled events, are 
being blamed, with Hop Farm Trading 
Ltd admitting it had been a difficult year. 

In addition, it was dealt a blow by 
the loss of events such as the War and 
Peace Show, which will now be held in 
Folkestone. 

The venue, in Paddock Wood, boasts 
one of the world’s largest collections of 
Victorian oast houses and its history 
spans five centuries, first as a working 
farm and now as host to a number of 
popular attractions and events. 

A spokesman for the trading firm said 


any bookings for weddings and other 
functions would still go ahead. 

He said: “Nothing in life is 100 per 
cent, but we want to assure all our book¬ 
ings that the functions will be honoured. 

“There are a host of contributing fac¬ 
tors to the problems we’ve experienced: 
the weather, the economic climate, events 
moved or cancelled. 

“War and Peace was affected by the 
weather which did affect sales. 

“We are no different from any other 
business in these difficult times, but are 
confident there will be a positive out¬ 
come for the attraction.” 

He refused to comment on possible 
job losses or the number of staff poten¬ 
tially affected. 

Hop Farm Trading Ltd, which is being 
placed into liquidation, operates some 
but not all of the attractions at the park. 

It is not believed the liquidation will

Prominent Tory MP joins campaigners against 
estuary airport with launch of online petition

THE fight against a multi-million pound 
Thames Estuary airport has increased 
with the launch of a major petition 
aimed at persuading the Government- 
appointed, independent, Davies Com¬ 
mission to rule out any such proposals 
as it examines airport capacity in the 
south east. 

Rochester and Strood MP Mark Reck¬ 
less has joined forces with campaigners 
to garner public opinion and get the 
message out that the environmentally- 
important estuary is the wrong place 
for an airport. 

Last month, we exclusively revealed 
that Boris Johnson’s aide, Daniel Moy- 
lan, had been meeting with Kent MPs in 
a bid to get them to support the London 
mayor’s hopes for an estuary transport 
hub. 


As a high-profile campaigner in the 
fight, Mr Reckless had one-to-one talks 
with Mr Johnson to discuss the contro¬ 
versial topic. 

Now, the Medway par¬ 
liamentarian is visiting 
households across the 
Hoo Peninsula asking 
residents to sign a petition 
against the airport. 

Anyone from across 
Kent can sign the petition, 
however. 

Results will be submit¬ 
ted to the Davies Commis¬ 
sion. 

Mr Reckless said: “Vari¬ 
ous people have suggested 
building an airport in the Thames Estu¬ 
ary area. 

“The Mayor of London initially pro¬ 
posed an artificial ‘Boris Island’ north of 
Sheppey, while architects Foster and 


Partners have proposed building over 
the north-east of the Hoo Peninsula and 
reclaimed land beyond. 

“None of these proposals appear cred¬ 
ible to me. Cost estimates 
range from £70 billion to 
more than £100bn. 

“It is not clear why any¬ 
one would want to pay for 
this, when it would be 
much cheaper to expand 
existing airports. 

“Does the Mayor of 
London want to close 
Heathrow and move its 
75,000 directly employed 
staff and 40,000 ancil¬ 
lary staff to Medway? 

“Or keep it open, with British Airways 
and other airlines saying that they 
would then refuse to move? Even Boris 
has now said that his desired new hub 
airport could instead be at Stansted. 


“If £5bn were spent on a Crossrail 
spur from Stansted to Stratford this 
would link Stansted to the City in 25 
minutes, the West End or Ebbsfleet in 
3 5 minutes and Heathrow in less than 
an hour. Gatwick are also now pushing 
to have a second runway. ” 

Campaigners from Friends of the 
North Kent Marshes have thrown their 
weight behind the petition and are urg¬ 
ing people to sign. 

Joan Darwell, from the group, said: 
“We’ve joined forces with Mark to get 
the message across. We would ask eve¬ 
ryone to respond. This affects people 
further than just the peninsula. 

“We just want everyone to get behind 
this so Mark can go forward and present 
this to the Davies Commission and show 
the number of people against a Thames 
Estuary airport.”

impact these. Land and buildings are 
also owned by another company. 

Insolvency firm White Maund LLP 
confirmed it had been instructed to 
place Hop Farm Trading Ltd into liqui¬ 
dation. A meeting will take place with 
shareholders and creditors on March 
15, and the company will cease trading 
in the near future. 

Partner Tom D’Arcy said: “The com¬ 
pany has sustained significant losses 
in the recent past, principally as a con¬ 
sequence of the recession which has led 
to decreasing numbers of visitors and a 
reduction in the average amount spent 
by each visitor.” 

He said that financial support previ¬ 
ously available through several funding 
streams, including an investor and 
bank loans, was no longer possible due 
to the continuing losses generated. 

It is understood around 96 per cent of 
the debt owed by the company is to an 
investor - believed to be London-based 
Bluebird Partners - but the amount is 
currently not being released. 


IRONICALLY, just last week we 
revealed the full extent of the losses 
experienced by the organisers of the 
Hop Farm Festival - the three-day 
music event hosted at the site. 

Run by an outside company, which 
hires the venue, it ran into huge 
financial problems last year after 
disappointing ticket sales, a squeeze 
on spending and bad weather. The 
firm which ran it, Music Festivals pic 
run by promoter Vince Power, went 
into adminstration and its subsidiary, 
Kent Festival Ltd, into liquidation. 

We revealed a number of the 
major acts were still owed money 
and that large sums were still due to 


This newspaper contacted the firm 
several times, but they did not respond. 

Mr D’Arcy added: “Efforts are being 
made to identify a purchaser of the busi¬ 
ness and assets of Hop Farm Trading 


the likes of Kent Police. 

Ultimately, Kent taxpayers will pick 
up the bill for the £22,000-plus it is 
still owed, a figure blasted by Ann 
Barnes, the county's Police and Crime 
Commissioner, who said failure to 
pay was letting down "not just the 
force, but the people of Kent". 

This week Mr Power, who started 
a new company just days after Music 
Festivals pic collapsed, continued to 
insist the festival will return for 
2013, and that an announcement of 
headline acts was imminent. 

Liquidators of Kent Festival Ltd have 
informally advised many creditors 
they should not expect to be paid. 


Ltd, however it is too early to comment 
as to the likely realisations in the liqui¬ 
dation or the outcome for the compa¬ 
ny’s creditors.” 

Sandra Matthews-Marsh, chief exec¬ 


utive of Visit Kent, said it was always 
sad to hear a tourism business was ex¬ 
periencing difficulties. 

She said: “The Hop Farm, as a long¬ 
standing attraction and as a major 
events venue, plays an important role 
in the visitor economy of the county. 

“I do hope their current problems can 
be resolved and that the venue can 
move forward positively.” 

Chief executive of Tonbridge and 
Mailing Borough Council, Julie Beilby, 
said: “The Hop Farm has proved to be a 
very popular tourist attraction and 
events venue for many thousands of 
visitors over the years. 

“I am sorry to hear of its current diffi¬ 
culties and await further updates.” 

The attraction was previously owned 
by Simon Hume-Kendall, who now 
runs Bewl Water, in Lamberhurst. 

He said: “I owned the Hop Farm until 
2007, and brought in the concerts. 

“Since then it is my understanding 
that large-scale events such as the War 
and Peace Show and the concerts have 
gradually dried up.”

East Kent unites in 
ambitious bid to be 
2017 ‘City of Culture’

COUNCIL chiefs insist they are “in it to win it” 
after it was confirmed east Kent was to put in a 
bid to become the UK City of Culture for 2017. 

The ambitious bid will see Canterbury, Ash¬ 
ford, Dover, Folkestone and Thanet combine 
forces to go head-to-head with a number of rival 
bids to win the prestigious title. 

Should it prove successful, it is hoped it would 
deliver a host of significant benefits, including 
increased investment, the staging of some major 
national events and a blaze of publicity. 

A full programme of events to support the bid 
is now being drawn up which will form part of 
the formal bid to be submitted on April 30. 

The bids will then be considered by an inde¬ 
pendent advisory panel who will announce a 
shortlist in June. Rival bids are expected from 
Aberdeen, Chester, Dundee, Hastings and Bex- 
hill, Hull, Leicester, Plymouth, Portsmouth and 
Southampton, Southend and Swansea. 

Existing funds allocated to arts and culture by 
local authorities, groups and organisations will 
be used to fund the bid as events are tailored to fit 
in alongside the overall application. 

Organisers say that as the bid gains momentum 
inward investment from backers will be forthcom¬ 
ing, further boosting the region’s prospects. 

Chris Hespe is head of the culture and sport 
group at Kent County Council. 

He said: “We are in it to win it. There has been 
a massive investment in venues in east Kent. 

“Turner Contemporary is a world renowned 
venue, but east Kent’s arts and culture is a well- 
kept secret. We want to lift the lid on this and so 
bring in tourism and resources and funds for re¬ 
generation. 

“The bid sits perfectly alongside projects such 
as the Folkestone Triennial and the Grow For It 
campaign, aimed at regenerating the area 
through funding from government. 

“Everyone - local authorities, KCC and arts and 
cultural groups - is behind the bid and we want to 
involve as many people as possible. The bidding 
process itself is a great way of raising the area’s 
profile, both nationally and internationally.” 

Announcing the list of contenders, culture 
minister Ed Vaizey praised the combined east 
Kent bid as “innovative” and said the fact it cov¬ 
ered a region would not prove a drawback. 

He said: “The competition brings together 
communities and creates economic and social 
benefits. I am pleased to see so many local author¬ 
ities and different partners coming together.” 

Among the events the winning region could 
host, should it prove a success, would be the likes 
of art’s Turner Prize, literature’s Man Booker 
Prize and music extravaganza the Brit Awards. 

Alastair Upton, of Folkestone arts-led regen¬ 
eration body the Creative Foundation, said: “The 
bid will build upon the significant national and 
international reputation that has been achieved 
in east Kent over the past few years.” 

Bids will be considered by an independent 
panel, chaired by Phil Redmond, the creator of 
popular TV series including Grange Hill, Brook- 
side and Hollyoaks, who chaired Liverpool’s 
period as European Capital of Culture in 2008. 

Mr Redmond said: “The UK City of Culture can 
be a real catalyst for change and I’m delighted so 
many places have registered their interest.”

TAKING ON CAPITAL IDEA 


THE UK City of Culture awards came into 
being after Liverpool's reign as European 
Capital of Culture in 2008, which attracted 
9.7 million visitors to the city and generated 
£753.8 million for the Local economy - 
£200m up on its previous yearly figure. 

Highlights included Sir Paul McCart¬ 
ney's 40,000-strong concert at Anfield, 
the Gustav Klimt exhibition at Tate 
Liverpool and the hosting of the Turner 
Prize competition. 

From 2011, two countries have been 
nominated each year. In 2013, the 
designated cities being Kosice in Slovakia 
and Marseille in France. 

As the UK cannot be part of the project 
again until at Least 2020, when the next 
countries are finalised, in 2009 it was 
decided to set up a similar event for the UK, 
with a city to be chosen every four years. 

This year Derry-Londonderry - jointly 
named to appeal to both Nationalists, who 
call the city Derry, and Unionists, who 
prefer the London prefix - was selected 
ahead of Birmingham, Norwich and 
Sheffield.

Baby arrives early as mother gives 
birth on packed rush-hour train

WHEN commuters boarded the 6.18pm service 
from London Victoria to Ashford International 
on Thursday night, they settled down with books 
and newspapers for what they expected to be an 
uneventful journey home. 

What they wouldn’t have been expecting, 
however, was that halfway through that jour¬ 
ney, one of their fellow passengers would go into 
labour, and minutes later give birth. 

But when Sonia Banks, 22, boarded the serv¬ 
ice at Borough Green, heavily pregnant, and 
joined by her partner, Allan Stanley, 21, and his 
mother, Mari-Anne Stanley, things were about 
to take a dramatic turn. 

Explains Ms Stanley: “I still can’t take it in. She 
went into labour at 7.15pm and Phoebe was 
born at 7.30pm.” 

Remarkably, unlike many rail services, baby 
Phoebe arrived early - a week ahead of Miss 
Banks’ due date. The birth took place as the train 
stopped at West Mailing. 

Delighted father Mr Stanley, added; “It feels 
like I’m on Cloud Nine. It’s mad. Everything’s 
fine and mother and baby are doing well. ” 

Baby Phoebe weighed in at a healthy 61b 13oz 
and was taken to hospital in Tunbridge Wells on 
Thursday night for routine checks.

Commuters were alerted to the medical emer¬ 
gency after the train’s guard made an announce¬ 
ment over the tannoy calling for a doctor or 
nurse to help. Fortunately, an off-duty midwife 
was travelling on board and able to assist. 

Mari-Anne Stanley told a national newspaper: 
“When we were taken off to go to the ambulance 
there were people on the platform who gave us a 


rapturous round of applause and cheered. Pas¬ 
sengers were lining the platform. 

“It was a fantastic reception. The guard and 
the driver were extremely helpful. The driver 
was making announcements, keeping the pas¬ 
sengers updated. 

“The guard called the ambulance and was ex¬ 
tremely helpful, and there was an off-duty nurse, 
off-duty midwife and an off-duty police officer on 
board the train, thank God.” 

Ms Stanley said it was a “pain-free labour” 
which lasted 15 minutes, and has resulted in a 
second child for the mother. She also praised 
the reaction of other passengers, saying they 
moved away as soon as they realised what was 
taking place. 

She said: “They were asked to leave the car¬ 
riage to give us a bit of dignity, and everyone ei¬ 
ther left or got on another carriage. 

“We’re all still in shock.” 

Conductor Colin Brooker said: “We had every¬ 
one we needed right there on the train. We were 
only missing a vicar to baptise the baby. 

“I kept all the passengers onboard informed 
about the delay and there was a big cheer when 
we announced the baby was born. 

“In all my 41 years working on the railway 
I’ve never experienced anything like this. 

“It was amazing.” 

The train was delayed by about 45 minutes.

Mother’s Day motivation 
for joining Race for Life, 
says grieving daughter

A DAUGHTER who lost her mother to cancer last 
year is calling on other women to show their love 
this Mother’s Day by signing up for Race for Life. 

Elaine Keiller, a businesses services officer, 
said for many women whose mothers have 
passed away, this Sunday will be a poignant re¬ 
minder of their loss. 

The 43-year-old, from Weavering in Maid¬ 
stone, took part in last year’s Race for Life, just 
two weeks after her mother, Pat Sturrock, died of 
breast cancer. 

She said: “I was heartbroken. My emotions 
were so raw, but at the same time I knew Mum 
was looking down on me, spurring me along and 
that’s what got me round the course. It was one 
of the most poignant days of my life. 

“I want to encourage other women to sign-up. 

“Some will be motivated to do so in memory of 
their mothers, like me. Others will have the 
opportunity to take part alongside their mums as 
a wonderful way of spending time together in a 
defiant gesture to cancer.” 

A mum-of-two herself, Mrs Keiller described 
the moment her mother, who was 70 when she 
died, was diagnosed with cancer. 

“Mum had found a lump under her left armpit. 

I was with her at the hospital when she got the 
results. We were both shell-shocked,” she said. 

“But she was absolutely determined to fight it. 

She endured a mastectomy and chemotherapy 
and for two years she was clear, but in 2010, 
she found a lump in her neck and was told the 
cancer had returned and gone to her bones. 

“Even then she battled on because her dream 
was to live long enough to see her granddaugh¬ 
ters’ get married and have kids of their own.” 

But in June 2012, she sadly lost her battle.

£1.5 billion reason why upgrade to 
broadband speeds is welcome here 


WHAT IS BROADBAND DELIVERY UK?

WIDESPREAD superfast broadband could spark 
a massive £1.5 billion boom in the county’s 
economy. 

That’s the prediction by County Hall chiefs, 
who are preparing a digital action plan to ensure 
Kent and Medway makes the most of its Broad¬ 
band Delivery UK Project (BDUK), which aims to 
transform broadband infrastructure. 

The £43 million scheme - funded by £10m 
from Kent County Council, £9.8 7m from central 
Government and the remainder from a network 
operator - intends to deliver superfast services to 
90 per cent of the county’s population by 2015. 
This speed, a minimum of 20Mbps, enables a film, 
for example, to download in around 15 minutes. 

The remaining 10 per cent will be able to ac¬ 
cess 2Mbps - a film download speed of approxi¬ 
mately three or four hours. 

A report by charity GO ON UK, which works to 
improve digital ability, argues the economic 
benefits of greater capability and usage would 
uplift the national gross domestic product (GDP) 
by £63bn. In Kent, this would be around £1.5bn. 
The current GDP for the county is £12-15bn. 

GDP is the market value of all goods and serv¬ 
ices within a country or area. 

Business, strategy and support officer at KCC, 
Liz Harrison, said small and medium-sized enter¬ 



prises (SMEs) would see an enhanced turnover 
and public services, significant savings. 

She said: “We are putting in this investment to 
ensure we can get economic uplift and ensure all 
individuals and businesses get access to the in¬ 
ternet. This is about making sure we seize the 
opportunities on the horizon. 

“There are shocking statistics about the 
number of people not online and SMEs that do 
not have a web-based presence. 

“The digital action plan will look at how we 
can encourage innovation on the back of new 
infrastructure.” 

Kent and Medway’s BDUK project is storming 
ahead and is in the final stages of the procure- 


BDUK is a nationwide drive to ensure everyone 
has access to broadband services by 2015. 

The Kent and Medway project seeks to help 
residents and businesses in hard to reach areas, 
such as rural communities and internet 
blackspots. 

Upgrade work is taking place to broadband 
infrastructure to allow for these superfast 
services. 

The scheme is expected to bring everyone up 
to speed in the digital age. 


ment process, with the chosen service provider 
due to be revealed next month. 

This is in contrast to the national drive as a 
whole, which has faced setbacks caused by is¬ 
sues surrounding state aid approval. 

Kent is on track to see the scheme delivered by 
the 2015 deadline, with the start of the rollout 
beginning next year. 

Some 18,000 businesses and residents who 
get extremely slow or no broadband have signed 
up to KCC’s Make Kent Quicker campaign which 
looks to find out the need across the county. 

Earlier this year, fibre broadband was installed 
in areas across the county as part of an upgrade 
of BT’s infrastructure to improve speeds.

Illegal cigarettes 
reach ‘epidemic 
proportions’ as 
crime and health 
risks highlighted

MORE than half of cigarettes 
smoked in Gillingham have not 
been taxed - more than double the 
national average and putting the 
town top of the table in a list of the 
country’s illegal tobacco hotspots. 

It has prompted local MP Rehman 
Chishti to demand urgent action to 
tackle the flood of smuggled or 
counterfeit cigarettes on the market. 

He wants national government 
to take steps to crack down on the 
problem - and called on the local 
council to step up its fight too. 

He said: “Illegal tobacco has an 
impact on people’s health, hits the 
local economy and can have links 
to criminal gangs. 

“These latest figures are concern¬ 
ing given the impact illegal tobacco 
has. It also makes it easier for young 
people to access cigarettes illegally 
and start smoking. 

“I am seeking assurances that 
the council is taking all appropriate 
action to address this issue. 

“Illegal tobacco also harms local 
businesses, especially newsagents, 
and costs the UK economy around 
£2 billion every year.” 

The research comes from Swiss 
company MS Intelligence, which 
monitored the number of tossed 


away empty packets which were 
then examined for authenticity. 

The government said it is aware 
of the problem and takes it so seri¬ 
ously a parliamentary committee is 
preparing to begin an inquiry into the 
illicit tobacco trade for the first time. 

Will O’Reilly, former Scotland 
Yard detective chief inspector who 
has conducted research on behalf 
of tobacco giant Philip Morris since 
November 2011, said the illicit to¬ 
bacco trade had reached “epidemic 
proportions” in parts of the UK. 

Mike O’Brien, portfolio holder for 
community safety and customer 
contact at Medway Council, said: 
“Although trading standards offic¬ 
ers enforce safety legislation for the 
marking of cigarette packets, the 
primary responsibility for enforce¬ 
ment of failure to pay duty lies with 
HMRC. With that in mind, though, 
we welcome any information that 
illustrates the level and nature of 
tobacco use within the area. 

“In the study, Gillingham, Wor¬ 
thing and Poole were the three 
towns with the highest amount of 
illicit tobacco discovered. 

“Without access to the data be¬ 
hind the report, it is hard to com¬ 
ment, but all three areas are in rea¬ 
sonable proximity to Channel ports. 
This may well be a factor for those 
towns and the south east. ”

Lord Kitchener and the secrets 
surrounding his country house

HIS image is synonymous with wartime history 
and a symbol of World War One - with his face 
on the famous poster calling for volunteers. 

But, some would argue, little is known about 
Field Marshal Herbert Horatio Kitchener’s time 
in Kent. 

The man behind the poster owned a country 
house in Barham, near Canterbury, a Grade I- 
listed mansion and grounds, located in Broome 
Park, from 1911 through to his death in 1916. 

Headless statues, secret tunnels and an army 
of buried tanks are just some of the hidden treas¬ 
ures concealed within the grounds. 

But there is a sad twist to the story, as Broome 
Park’s activities co-ordinator Karen Hodgkiss 
explains: “He never actually got to live in it prop¬ 
erly. Having been on tour in Egypt, Lord Kitch¬ 
ener returned to England to command the troops 
attending the coronation of King George V. 

“For some time he had been searching for a 
house of character, not simply as a dwelling for 
his retirement, but as a repository for the arte¬ 
facts collected over his years as a soldier.” 

Kitchener bought Broome Park for £14,000 
and set about renovating it. The lord, known for 
his campaigns during the Boer War and World 
War One, put his niece Nora in charge of the res-

toration while he continued to tour away from 
home. Much of their detailed correspondence 
about the restoration still exists. 

“He often held events here and had the door 
made into the shape you see now because some¬ 
times he would need to enter on a horse. That’s 
the kind of chap he was.” 

Mrs Hodgkiss gives tours of the Broome Park 
mansion and Italian garden to visitors and guests 
staying at the house, which is now a hotel. 

Kitchener raised the level of the first floor to 
suit his need for higher ceilings, added two fire 
places, a stunning staircase and also created a

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Chinese room for his objects from the Far East. 

“He did things a certain way,” the guide ex¬ 
plains. “For example, there are no drainpipes on 
the outside of the building, they are all hidden 
within the brickwork. It looks nicer but of course 
is a massive headache when there is a leak.” 

The mansion house itself was first built in 
1635 taking four years to complete with more 
than 270,000 handmade bricks used. It includ¬ 
ed stables, a brew house and around 5,000 acres 
of land, which has gradually been reduced to the 
current 250 accompanying the house. 

It was handed down through generations of 
barons and lords before eventually being sold by 
Sir Percy Oxenden to Kitchener. 

During the five years of his ownership, con¬ 
stant renovation meant Broome Park remained 
empty: “He never got to live in the house because 
it wasn’t finished. He instead occupied the Stew¬ 
ard’s building, known as Flint Cottage.” 

But his influence was obvious. A secret tunnel 
was built connecting the mansion and a build¬ 
ing on the edge of the grounds for quick escape if 
things went bad during the war. There is also a 
trap door in another room and plenty of other 
secretive cubby holes under the building. 

The gardens are littered with history, includ¬ 
ing one of Kitchener’s antique statues reportedly 
worth £88,000. There is also a number of head¬ 
less statues. Mrs Hodgkiss added: “That is said to 
be because Kitchener’s men used the heads for 
target practice when they were here.” 

During his 40 years of campaigning, Kitchen¬ 


er had been in receipt of considerable sums of 
money and had amassed “booty” and objects 
d’art but unfortunately he was never able to ad¬ 
mire it in a completed Broome Park. 

Despite a number of conspiracy theories, it is 
reported that on June 5, 1916, Kitchener was 
travelling on the HMS Hampshire to Russia 
when the ship struck a mine and sank close to 
the Orkney Islands, taking him down with it. 

The 6 5-year-old lord never married or had 
any children and so the incomplete Broome Park 
passed to his nephew Toby, Viscount Broome, 
who retained it until its sale in 1928. 

Another story from the Broome Park past tells 
of how after Kitchener’s death, his nephew Toby 
discovered a big bag of gold coins stuffed away in 
the back of a fireplace, which was used to pay for 
the completion of the restoration. 

And the mystery did not end once the famous 
lord had passed away. 

In the early 1930s Broome Park was bought 
by Mr G C Jell and transformed into a country 
house hotel. But World War Two intervened and 
the estate was requisitioned by the Ministry of 
Defence. Several regiments were housed there 
during the war, including the Canadian Tank 
Regiment and Broome Park is said to have been 
a strategic target for Nazi planes. 

At the end of the conflict it is rumoured that 
the regiment thought it too expensive to trans¬ 
port their tanks back to Canada and 11 are said 
to be buried somewhere in the grounds.

Best known for an image of his face used 
on World War One recruitment posters 
declaring “your country needs you", Field 
Marshal Horatio Herbert Kitchener was born 
in 1859. 

He went on to win fame for his role in 
a host of campaigns - most notably in 1898 
for winning the Battle of Omdurman and 
securing control of the Sudan, after which 
he was given the title Baron Kitchener 
of Khartoum. 

As his career progressed so his title was 
raised to Lord, and eventually earl, but it 
is as Lord Kitchener that he is most 
popularly known. 

The leader of men also played significant 
roles in the Second Boer War as chief of staff 
of the British Army and subsequently became 
commander-in-chief. 

Lord Kitchener was killed in 1916. 

He remains an iconic character in British 
military history.

Kent Police and Crime Commissioner Ann Barnes makes an urgent plea 
for more women to step forward to stand in the upcoming county election 
in a bid to redress the unequal balance of power between men and women 


’M not sure if you read about a report publi¬ 
cised recently on the lack of women in 
public life. Well I’m not surprised by the 
contents of this report when the advance¬ 
ment of women in the senior ranks of poli¬ 
tics has gone into reverse. 

The report, Sex and Power 2013, is a real eye- 
opener. It highlights that women only make up 
22.5 per cent of MPs, 12.3 per cent of council 
leaders, 17 per cent of cabinet members ,15.6 per 
cent of high court judges, 5 per cent of editors of 
national newspapers and, of course, there are no 
women bishops. 

Apart from a democratic deficit, it’s almost 
criminal to ignore the talent and diverse views 
that any country and economy so badly needs. 
Women make up 51 per cent of the population 
but power is concentrated in the hands of a mi¬ 
nority.

The issue of equality is getting worse, but 
mercifully, there are lots of very successful 


women around and we need to celebrate that 
female success. 

The county elections are coming up in May so 
come on ladies, decide to stand for election. Get 
out there and do your bit. 

It’s never too late to put yourself forward for 
public life, as I am living testament too. Even 
the media call me Ann Barnes, aged 67. They 
just can’t state my name without mentioning 
my age. 

It’s hard for women in the world of policing 
and I strongly believe that there should be more 
women on the top floor helping to run the 
Kent force. 

Talking of women playing a leading role, I was 
over the moon with how my first Meet the Com¬ 
missioner event went. 

This was the first time I have held a public fo¬ 
rum that allowed residents and stakeholders to 
come along and put their questions to me face- 
to-face. I’ve always felt this is the most powerful

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Green bike scheme to 
unfold on the platform 

COMMUTERS wanting to add two wheels to 
their daily commute will be able to take advan¬ 
tage of a scheme to rent folding bicycles from 
railway platforms. 

Ashford Internation¬ 
al, Canterbury West, 

Maidstone East and 
Tonbridge are the sites 
designated for lockers 
containing 20 bikes 
which will be available 
for rent. 

The plan is similar to 
the Boris Bikes scheme 
in London - with the 
major difference the bikes can be used for 
longer and even stored in a car or at home. 

Brompton Dock is the company behind the 
project. It already operates similiar schemes in 
Manchester, Exeter and Bristol. 

Although no date has been confirmed, it is 
expected to get under way in the summer. 

Brompton Dock is in partnership with rail 
company Southeastern, cycling charity Sus- 
trans, Kent County Council and the Department 
of Transport, which has put up £124,000 to fund 
the project. 

People wishing to use the scheme must 
register at www.bromptondock.co.uk and pay an 
annual membership fee. This is £45 for regular 
users with a £2.50 daily fee, or £10 for occa¬ 
sional users with a day rate of £5. Members can 
then keep the bikes for as long as they like. 

Once registered, users are given a code which 
they can text, along with a dock number, to 
automatically release a bike.

Soldiers to fall back from city 
as barracks closure confirmed

HUNDREDS of new homes or a key road to 
help ease traffic congestion could be built 
on the site of Canterbury’s Howe Barracks, 
after the Government confirmed this week 
it was to be sold off. 

In the latest review of Britain’s military, 
defence secretary Philip Hammond con¬ 
firmed troops based in the city, the Argyll 
and Sutherland Highlanders, are being re¬ 
duced in number from around 600 to 100 
and based in Scotland. 

This move was originally outlined last 
year and will come into force in 2014. 

The Headquarters 2nd (South East) Bri¬ 
gade, based at Shorncliffe in Folkestone, 
will also leave Kent as it is merged with a 
similiar unit in Aldershot. 

This unit, roughly 100 strong, is staffed 
half by military personnel and half by civil¬ 
ians. The Army says some civilian jobs 
could be at risk due to the changes. 

Canterbury MP Julian Brazier said he 
was sorry to see the city’s link with the mil¬ 
itary severed. 

He added: “There has been a regular 
army presence in Canterbury since the 19 th

century and the barracks is a pre-World 
War One cavalry depot. It’s a sad goodbye.” 

However, Mr Brazier said he understood 
the logic of gathering army units in large 
barracks and said it would provide better 
lives for the troops and their families. 

He also said the sell-off could be of bene¬ 
fit to Canterbury, as the land could be used 
to improve the road network. One possibil¬ 


ity is a road linking the A2 8 and A2 5 7 and 
the land could also be used for develop¬ 
ment of up to 600 new homes. 

Chief executive of Canterbury City Coun¬ 
cil, Colin Carmichael, added: “Although a 
large site, a significant proportion of it is 
protected and we will take that into ac¬ 
count in any plans. We will now look at the 
timescale and consider our approach.”

Examining the various 
Lives of HMS Chatham

SOME 15 Royal Navy warships 
have cut through the waters of 
the world proud to bear the 
name HMS Chatham - with 
the latest currently among four 
decommissioned military ves¬ 
sels up for sale. 

And while it may hark back 
to a day when the town which 
gave the ships its name was 
globally renowned for its role 
in producing and maintaining 
our warships, today the link is 
more symbolic. 

The navy is open to offers for 
the Type 22 Frigate, with op¬ 
tions including it being scrapped 
and recycled, reused or sunk to 
become an artificial reef. 

The latest HMS Chatham has 
the rare distinction of a motto 
in English - “Up and at ’em”, a 
rallying cry associated with Med¬ 
way football and rugby teams. 

And the name itself was orig¬ 
inally bestowed to honour the 
town where so many historic 
warships were built and based. 

Over the centuries the name 
HMS Chatham has been in¬ 
volved in conflicts ranging 
from the Napoleonic Wars to 
the American Civil War and 
more recent conflicts in Iraq. 

The first such ship was cap¬ 
tured by the navy during the 
Second Anglo-Dutch War of 
1666 and survived just one 
year in service. The second, a 
four-gun sloop, did slightly bet¬ 
ter - launched in 1673 and 
wrecked four years later. 

The third HMS Chatham was 
a 50-gun ship launched on Oc¬ 
tober 20, 1691, at Chatham 
Dockyard. In 1705 it captured 
the French 60-gun vessel Au¬ 
guste, which the British then 
took into service. 

The ship underwent a re-

build in 1721 and served until 
1749, when it was sunk as a 
breakwater off the coast of 
Sheerness, before being raised 
once again and broken up. 

Another HMS Chatham was 
a four-gun survey brig 
launched in 1788, part of 
George Vancouver’s expedition 
of the Pacific Northwest coast 
and circumnavigated the 
globe. 

The 11th ship to bear the 
name started life as the Royal- 
Hollandais and was planned as 
a 74-gun vessel for the French 
Navy. However in 1809 while 
still under construction in 
Flushing - now Belgium - the 
British seized the town. The 
timbers were taken to Wool¬ 
wich Dockyard and work on 
the ship resumed under a dif¬ 
ferent name. 

The poor quality timber used 
in the ship’s construction lim¬ 
ited its usefulness, although at 
one time it was the flagship of 
Rear-Admiral Matthew Scott 
who commanded the North 
Sea Fleet. At the end of the Na¬ 
poleonic Wars in 1850, this 
particular incarnation of the 
name was laid up at Chatham 
Dockyard before being sold to 
be broken up to a man named 
Joshua Crystall for £5,110. 

Another chequered career 


was that of the 13 th HMS 
Chatham. This was an iron 
paddlewheel gunboat launched 
in 1835 and after brief service, 
exported to the US. At the out¬ 
break of the American Civil 
War the ship was put into serv¬ 
ice by the rebel confederacy - 
the southern states which 
broke away from the Union. 

Used to attempt to run the 
federal US blockade of southern 
ports and operating from Sa¬ 
vannah, Georgia, the ship was 
captured by the USS Huron on 
December 16, 1863. It was 
then immediately pressed into 
service by the military of US 
president Abraham Lincoln - 
and renamed USS Chatham. 

It transported men and sup¬ 
plies throughout the remainder 
of the war, providing support 
to the South Atlantic Blockad¬ 
ing Squadron - its former direct 
opponents - charged with cut¬ 
ting the Confederacy off from 
overseas sources of supply. 

The penultimate HMS Chat¬ 
ham was a Town Class light 
cruiser launched in 1911 and 
lent to the navy in New Zealand. 

The latest version, pennant 
number F87, became the first 
British ship to fire its guns in 
the American-led invasion of 
Iraq when it engaged targets 
on the Al-Faw Peninsular in 
the south in support of advanc¬ 
ing Royal Marines. 

Other notable deployments 
include acting as escort to the 
Royal Yacht Britannia during 
the hand-over of Hong Kong to 
the Chinese in 1997, helping 
with humanitarian relief after 
the Asian Tsunami of 2004 
and hosting the BBC for the 
show Shipmates. 

The ship is currently being 
examined by would-be pur¬ 
chasers, but no price tag has 
been named by the Royal Navy.

The hidden problem of booze 

MP for Chatham and Aylesford Tracey Crouch on the health issues 
at stake when we regularly relax at home with a glass or more of wine 


LIKE most working women, 1 
like to have a glass of wine or 
two after work with dinner. 
And so what, you may think? 

I don’t drink to excess, vomit 
in the street or have so much 
that I’m hungover the next 
day. On the face of it then, like 
many other working women, I 
have no cause for concern 
when it comes to alcohol con¬ 
sumption. Sadly, and perhaps 
surprisingly, the evidence sug¬ 
gests there is a serious issue. 

While alcohol consumption 
by women has increased stead¬ 
ily since the 1960s, there are a 
large number of women in pro¬ 
fessional roles who are drink¬ 
ing up to double the amount 
than that of women on lower 
incomes each week. Whether 
this is a result of changes in so¬ 
cial attitudes to women drink¬ 
ing, more money to spend, or 
the pressures of the workplace, 
it is clear this is having a sig¬ 
nificant and damaging impact 
on their health. 


Among women, deaths from 
alcohol-related conditions like 
liver disease, cancer and heart 
disease increased by 20 per 
cent over the last decade, in¬ 
cluding here in the south east. 

For women in higher profes¬ 
sional roles, deaths increased 
by 23 per cent, and for those in 
intermediate occupations, such 
as those employed in secretari¬ 
al roles and other skilled work, 
the increase in deaths amount¬ 
ed to a frightening 47 per cent. 

In my own constituency, the 
number of women admitted to 
hospital as a result of alcohol 
abuse increased from 577 in 
2008/9 to 710 in 2011/12 - a 
statistic replicable across Kent. 

A woman drinking in excess 
of 3 5 units a week is classed as 
a harmful drinker, which is 
around half a bottle of wine a 
night - here in the south east, 
one in 10 admit to drinking five 
days or more a week. This 
might not seem like a lot after a 
long stressful day, but if sus¬ 


tained over a period of time, the 
impact this level of consump¬ 
tion has on a person’s health - 
which may not be immediately 
obvious - could be dramatic. 

There is no silver bullet that 
can solve the issues surround¬ 
ing harmful levels of drinking. 

Of course, services specialis¬ 
ing in intensive residential in¬ 
tervention and rehabilitation 
need to be there for those who 
require it, such as the Kenward 
Trust in west Kent. But these 
are expensive programmes for 
dependent drinkers and so 
maybe we need to focus efforts 
on those who are at a stage of 
harm before addiction. 

There is a strong link be¬ 
tween alcohol consumption 
and price. The Government is 
considering introducing a 45p 
minimum unit price for alcohol 
as part of its alcohol strategy, 
which it is estimated would re¬ 
sult in a reduction of harmful 
consumption by women drink¬ 
ers of over six per cent.

A minimum unit price of 4 5p 
will not impact on the price of a 
pint or glass of wine in a pub, 
but research shows it will make 
some harmful drinkers think 
twice about buying stronger 
and cheaper alcohol. 

However, a minimum unit 
price will not necessarily im¬ 
pact on all working women, 
which is why making people 
aware of the harm alcohol can 
do must be the first step - the 
vast majority of women may 
not even realise they are drink¬ 
ing to harmful levels. 

There is no simple answer to 
this, nor is this a women-only 
problem, but the increase in al¬ 
cohol-related deaths, addic¬ 
tions and diseases is stark. 

It is not for Government to 
intervene on my or anyone 
else’s drinking habits, but may¬ 
be it can make it a little less ac¬ 
cessible and for those who do 
decline into dependency, the 
right programmes need to be in 
place to help.

Roads need to 
be even safer

Badger cull is

M UCH more than a 

man of many voices, 
Alistair McGowan is 
keen to remind people 
of his talents - and 
not just his bread- 

and-butter impressions but his long- 
established stand-up skills. 

More famous for the BAFTA Award¬ 
winning TV series The Big Impression 
in 2003, McGowan is venturing out on 
the road for only the second time in 10 
years on the Not Just A Pretty Voice tour. 

“I did a lot of stand-up years ago. But 
I don’t think people ever knew that 
because before our TV programme was 
aired there weren’t many stand-up 
shows like Live At The Apollo that you 
could be on. They’ve all emerged after 
The Big Impression, so many people 
don’t really know about the generation 


impressions and lots 
of jokes and a little 


of comedians who did stand-up before.” 

McGowan is notorious for portraying 
modern-day celebrities, pop stars and 
sports stars. His teaming up with Ronni 
Ancona to deliver an impersonation of 
Posh and Becks is still regarded as a 
classic of its kind. 

“I did a tour about three years ago - 
that was my first ever - and I learned a 
lot of lessons on it. This is five times 
better -1 feel it’s the best material I’ve 
ever done as a stand-up for 24 years. 

“There are lots of impressions and 
lots of jokes and a little bit of my 
opinions about the world.” 

McGowan, 48, is well known for his 
political support for the Green Party 
and his strong views on the 
environment, but he tends to steer 
away from affairs of state in his 
comedy. 

He said: “It’s not a satire. I’m not 
Rory Bremner and I never have been. 
People seem to get confused about that. 
They think that if you’re an 
impressionist, because of the history of 
Rory and Mike Yarwood, that we are 
all about political satire. 

“But people like Phil Cool and Bobby 
Davro and myself are more there to use 
our jokes through the impressions.” 

However, McGowan doesn’t refrain 
from using the voice or character of 
some of the UK’s most well-recognised 
political personalities. 

“There’s a routine I do at the 
moment which is possibly the most 
political thing I’ve ever done. It’s about 
Michael Portillo and that trains 
programme. I was watching it and I 
thought it was strange how 
everywhere he goes, he turns up with

his little book and is really surprised 
that all the industry has died out in 
these cities. When he asks people about 
it they just say ‘Yeah, it came to an end’. 

“My line is that there is a scene that 
they film that gets cut out every time 
with the person saying ‘Well, it was 
your government, Michael. You sent 
everything out to the Far East to make 
things cheaper. Now we’re paying for it 
doubly because we’ve got to buy things 
from them and nobody has any money 
because nobody’s got any work - the 
towns are crumbling around us and 
there’s lots of social unrest and it all 
comes back to you, mate!’ People have 
enjoyed it, so I’m very pleased.” 

McGowan uses TV shows and 
famous characters for his jokes, but he 
also has his own opinions voiced 
through one of his many impressions. 


He said: “There is another that I just 
thought up about the Government 
announcing that they want to build on 
green-belt land. They said they want to 
build 50,000 homes in 20 years, which 
is a town the size of Slough. And I just 
thought, well, you want to build 
somewhere like Slough, why don’t you 
knock down Slough and build on that. 

“I did that joke as myself and it 
works, but then I told it as Andy Parsons 
and it went up four or five times in 
terms of how successful it was. It suits 
his rhythm and that’s important.” 

McGowan heads to both 
Quarterhouse in Folkestone and the 
Trinity Theatre in Tunbridge Wells as 
part of his tour in April. 

“Another lesson I learned last time 
is that I tried to do as many dates in 
as short a space of time as possible, but, 


because I don’t drive, it becomes about 
whether the trains work from one place 
to the next. 

“This time I have got fewer dates, so 
when I come to Kent, and because I 
don’t go there very often, I’m hoping to 
stay a couple of nights and enjoy it. My 
girlfriend will come with me and we 
don’t have children, so we can just stay 
on there and have a really good look at 
a place, which is really nice.” 

McGowan is also a keen sports fan 
and uses a number of stars in his array 
of impressions, but it was a chance to 
work at Wimbledon during the 2011 
tournament that captured his sporting 
heart. 

“I’d worked for a producer from a 
football show and he knew I was mad- 
keen on tennis and he said to go help 
with their coverage. And I did - it was 
a dream come true, really. I went every 
day. I’ve always wanted to. 

“Seeing all the players close up was 
brilliant. There was a funny story 
there, though. They had me on Court 
Two for a couple of days. And on Court 
Two there was a massive scoreboard, 
like there are on the show courts. So I 
started writing down the scores so 
when they came to me on air I would 
have it ready. But then I thought there 
was no need to take it down because 
there was the scoreboard in front of me. 

“When they finally came to me, I 
said a few things about what had been 
happening in the match and read out a 
few gags and then I looked up to read 
out the score. The players were 
changing ends, so scores from the 
other matches around the tournament 
were being shown. So I guessed at it. I 
learned that lesson very early on. I 
don’t think I’ll be doing it again - I’m 
not really sure how successful it was.” 

McGowan was also part of the team 
that produced Spitting Image in the 
80s and 90s. Did he think it might 
return to our screens? 

“I’d be very surprised to see it come 
back. There might be a different style of 
doing it, like a show called 2D TV, 
which used computerised images. 

“I asked a friend and he said ‘Well, if 
you think of a stand-up show like Live 
At The Apollo, you’ve got three comics 
- each one has a small set, a 
microphone and a huge number of 
people in the audience. To do Spitting 
Image topically you have 15 script¬ 
writers, caricaturists, puppet-makers, 
plus the voice-over artists and 
directors. It’s not the same as pointing 
a camera at a comedian and saying go. 

“It was an expensive show to make 
and sadly that doesn’t happen any 
more. Having said that, if it did come 
back, I would love to do it again.”

I T’S rare for a Brtish pub not to be packed to 
the rafters with a rich history. Tales of 
ghosts, old tyranical landlords, high-profile 
customers... even those whose upstairs 
rooms may have been put to another use. 
There is, though, a new tale to be told at 
The Dove in Dargate. Chef patron Phill Mc¬ 
Gregor started his culinary journey at the rural 
pub years ago before heading to London to learn 
his trade under a number of top chefs. 

His return to The Dove bred countless reports 
of great food in a great location... it was time to 
try it for myself. The Dove remains very much a 
village pub with its classical-looking bar, pic¬ 
tures of previous owners on the walls and a 
warm stove fire. The atmosphere is buzzy and 
the tables in the nooks and crannies merge the 
bar area and restaurant together seamlessly. 

We were handed a couple of home-cooked 
breads and delicious butter before our starters, for 
which I chose smoked haddock and macaroni 
topped with Parmesan with poached duck egg. 

Served in a mini cast-iron skillet, the delicate 
flavours were far lighter than a usual pasta. The 
strong taste of the haddock was delicious and 
worked well alongside the creamy macaroni. 
The egg had been cooked to perfection. 

My guest, a chef, went for the chicken liver 
and fois gras parfait topped with pea shoots and 



served with sourdough toast and pineapple chut¬ 
ney. The dish was presented well, with the par¬ 
fait arriving in a ball carved with an ice-cream 
scoop. It was a nice piece of individuality and a 
quick taste delivered the rich, creamy texture. 

For mains I chose the eight-hour-braised ox- 
cheek with savoy cabbage, carrots and puree 
potato. The tender ox-cheek, cooked in red wine, 
fell apart enticingly on contact with the fork and 
was a real pleasure to eat. 

It was amazing to devour two traditionally- 
heavy courses that included both pasta and 


potato and still feel comfortably full. My guest 
went for the confit duck leg served with puy len¬ 
tils and a creamy potato gratin. He compliment¬ 
ed both the seasoning and the south-west France 
influence, but it was the cleared plate that spoke 
of le magnifique flavours. 

For dessert I opted for the chocolate fondant 
served with cardamom ice-cream. Our waiter 
informed us that all the ice-creams served at The 
Dove were made in-house, which was particu¬ 
larly impressive when my guest’s classic creme 
brulee came out with plum-pudding ice-cream. 
It was another nice touch, with the pub situated 
on Plum Pudding Lane in Dargate. 

Both desserts were very good. There was also a 
nice gap between courses in which to enjoy a 
great atmosphere. In short, this was one of the 
best meals I’ve had in some time. 

The bill, including drinks and a service charge, 
came to £84.45. The whole evening seemed all 
very simple but with a touch of personality here 
and there to set it apart from the rest. Time really 
does fly when you’re having fun at The Dove.

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Delve into the Astor 
years at Hever Castle

Hever Castle is celebrating a triple an¬ 
niversary with a special exhibition. 

This year marks 50 years since it 
opened its doors to the public, 110 years 
since the American multi-millionaire 
William Waldorf Astor bought it and 30 
years since the Hever Estate was bought 
by the Guthrie family. 

In recognition of the landmarks, the 
castle has opened an exhibition to re¬ 
joice in the legacy of the Astor years. 

Lady Astor was invited to cut the rib¬ 
bon and open the exhibition by Richard 
Guthrie, whose family own Hever Cas¬ 
tle and gardens. 

The interactive exhibition in the cas¬ 
tle’s Astor Suite brings the Upstairs, 
Downstairs years vividly to life. 

Letters and photographs tell of the 
castle’s restoration and creation of the 
magnificent gardens. 

Visitors can interact with everyday 
objects such as telephones and radios, 
listen to interviews with former below- 
stairs staff and watch the Astor family’s 
collection of home movies. 

One film from 1928 shows the annu¬ 
al Hever Day, when 2,000 staff from 


The Times newspaper would arrive 
from London for a day out. 

Astor moved from America to Eng¬ 
land in 1891 with a reputed $100 mil¬ 
lion (the equivalent of at least 10 times 
that amount today) after declaring that 
America was no longer a fit place for a 
gentleman to live. 

He bought Hever in 1903 and em¬ 
ployed an incredible 748 craftsmen to 
restore it to its former glory, adding the 
Tudor-style village to accommodate vis¬ 
iting family, guests and domestic staff. 

Astor brought in all the comforts of 
Edwardian life and was among the first 
country-house-owners to install bath¬ 
rooms with modern plumbing, electric¬ 
ity and central heating. 

Astor’s younger son, John Jacob V, 
succeeded to the ownership in 1919. A 
medal-winning Olympian, he became 
an MP in 1922, the same year in which 
he bought The Times. In 1963, he 
opened the castle to the public to raise 
money for its upkeep. 

Gavin Astor, 2nd Baron of Hever, in¬ 
herited Hever Castle in 1971. Devastat¬ 
ing floods on top of rising maintenance 
and running costs eventually forced 
him to sell the castle and its 3,000-acre 
estate in the early 80s.

Trains beat ferries 
for Channel travel 


PASSENGERS crossing the English 
Channel by rail have outnumbered those 
using the ferries for the first time. 

Government statistics for 2012 have 
revealed that 20 million people used Le 
Shuttle or Eurostar services, against 
19.7m travelling by sea. 

Eurotunnel says it has seen a steady 
increase in traffic since 2008 - but it is 
mainly people choosing trains over planes, 
rather than turning away from ships. 

A spokesman said: "People want to take 
their luggage and family, so a car is the 
best option." 

P&O Ferries says the figures show the 
overall strength of the market for cross- 
Channel travel and a spokesman empha¬ 
sised its main rival was Le Shuttle. 

"We are still outperforming Le Shuttle," 
he said. "Eurostar and its foot passenger 
service has taken much traffic from the 
airlines, but when the tunnel was opened 
the ferries were supposed to curl up and 
die. This clearly has not happened." 


Shares optimism 

STOCK markets across the world reached 
new highs this week on the back of 
renewed optimism that the global 
economy is on the upswing. 

In Britain, the FTSE 100 hit a five-year 
high while in New York the Dow Jones set 
an all-time record. The optimism comes 
as strong profits were announced by firms 
in Europe and the US. 

Jo James of Kent Invicta Chamber of 
Commerce said: "It’s very pleasing to see 
the Dow Jones hit an all-time high. This is 
certainly the type of message needed to 
restore business confidence." 

Low interest rates on cash savings are 
another factor as investors look to 
purchase shares rather than just have 
funds sitting in a bank or building society.

FSB recommendations 
to make a difference 


Call to re-imagine 
business if the high 
street is to survive

THE plight of our high streets is becoming in¬ 
creasingly well documented. 

Squeezed by the twin pressures of the boom in 
online trading and a dramatic slump in the econ¬ 
omy, what were once the traditional beating 
hearts of our communities are now seeing dra¬ 
matic transformations. 

The almost weekly collapse of previous house¬ 
hold names has demonstrated beyond doubt 
that no one is safe from the perils which traders 
now face. 

In order to combat the problem, the Federa¬ 
tion of Small Businesses has set up its Keep Trade 
Local campaign that seeks to stem the tide of 
business closures, reverse the trend and defend 
small shops and jobs. 

Its local branch is concerned the county’s high 
streets face extinction unless the constituent 
parts appreciate a different approach is required 
going into the future. 

Chairman for the FSB in the county, Roger 
House, said: “There is no point in simply chasing 
the traditional model of the high street - a place 
where people come together to shop. 

“Retail is an important element of a thriving 
town centre, but it’s not sufficient. Instead, you 
need to re-imagine your high street and town 
centre, and work towards a future where people 
come together for many different reasons. Sim¬ 
ply continuing as you are is not an option.” 

There are in the region of 300,000 stores in 
the UK with 86 per cent employing less than 10 
people. Retail sales in 2011 were £303bn, equiv¬ 
alent to 20 per cent of UK gross domestic prod¬ 
uct, and turnover is forecast to grow by 12 per 
cent over the next few years. 

However, unless new policies and strategies 

■ ACCORDING to one analyst, retailers 
experiencing a decline in their market 
share must learn from those who are see¬ 
ing an upsurge - online traders. 

Figures from the analyst group Local 
Data Centre have found that over the last 
12 months an average of 20 shops closed 
every day across the UK. 

Dan Wagner, of mobile payment com¬ 
pany mPowa, thinks shopping should be 
redefined as the way people shop changes. 



FUTURE? High Streets need to change 

are implemented, retail trends show that, as a 
share of the total retail spend, town centre sales 
are expected to continue to decline. 

There is no quick fix, says the FSB, and solu¬ 
tions will require the combined will of many dif¬ 
ferent people and organisations at all levels from 
town centre businesses, local authorities, prop¬ 
erty owners and Government. 

Mr House added: “Local and central govern¬ 
ment may be able to help by adopting some of 
the recommendations highlighted by the FSB 
Keep Trade Local Campaign; namely to take 
proactive steps to promote the reliefs available to 
small businesses, reconsider parking strategies 
and change the planning system so that it better 
supports town centres and high streets. 

“With more and more retailers vanishing from 
our high streets, policy makers now have a clear 
choice to preserve this decline, or to deliver a 
genuine level playing field that will help our 
town centres to fight back.” 


He explained: “The time has gone 
where we walk around shops, picking 
items up, queuing, getting them all out at 
a till, packing them away again, so that 
you can carry them around for the rest of 
the day and all the way home. 

“An ‘everything commerce’ mentality 
will allow unparalleled flexibility regard¬ 
ing transactions. High street shops will 
need to adapt to the changing demands 
placed upon them.” 


■ Comprehensive and independent impact 
assessments 

Future impact assessments should be 
commissioned by the Local planning authority, 
not by the applicant. 

■ Town centre access and parking 
There is an imbalance between many town 
centre car parking schemes and public transport 
networks and out-of-town development parking 
resources, this should be addressed. 

■ Targeted rate relief 

The burden of business rates falls 
disproportionally on small businesses and while 
the SmaLL Business Rate Relief Scheme has 
reduced some of the imbalance, increases in the 
Level of relief should level the playing field 
between Large and small businesses. 

■ Review of the Landlord and Tenant Act 
This was written at a time when a very different 
property market prevailed. Commercial Leases 
must reflect changes in local market conditions. 

■ Simplified planning criteria 
Obtaining planning permission is a minefield. 
Planning should be designed to positively 
encourage development of premises in town 
centres, helping businesses wanting to expand. 

■ Pop-up shops 

Empty shops are a wasted economic 
opportunity. Temporary or pop-up shops would 
utilise vacant premises until a permanent tenant 
can be found. 

■ Licences and permits 

These costs remove funds from businesses and 
flat rate fees place disproportional burdens on 
small businesses. The temptation to make up 
funding shortfalls through increased charges 
should be resisted. 

■ Enforcement 

The vast majority of businesses want to trade 
Legally. Help to assist compliance should be 
adopted and not overzealous enforcement 
through punitive measures and fines for minor, 
accidental infringement. 

■ Crime against businesses 

This is not a victimless crime, it affects a 
business’ ability to attract customers and their 
profitability. It affects the business owner, their 
staff and wider community. 

■ Finance 

Lack of competition in the banking sector 
restricts a firm's ability to expand. Schemes such 
as a post bank or business bank are required. 

■ Entrepreneurship, 

Few people active in the community have a 
clear grasp of the working of business. Involving 
businesses would require cherry picking a 
handful who understand the systems. 

■ Innovation 

Businesses themselves cannot Live in the past, 
they must adapt to meet the radical changes 
in consumer behaviour to ensure their own 
survival. They must develop their key strengths 
in order to genuinely compete with their out of 
town and internet rivals.

MP Sir Roger Gale says he wants “a one-stop 
shop” to help smaller businesses that want to 
break into foreign markets. 

The long-serving Conservative politician for 
Thanet North said he was looking for a body 
tasked with 
providing all 
the necessary 
support to ex¬ 
porters, includ¬ 
ing legal ad¬ 
vice, practical 
know-how and 
information on 
specific desti¬ 
nations. 

He made the 
comment after 
listening to a 
speech by busi¬ 
ness and enter¬ 
prise minister, 
and Sevenoaks 
MP, Michael 
Fallon, who 
said currently 
fewer than one 
in five UK firms look abroad to trade. 

Sir Roger said: “It strikes me that there is a lot 
more we in Government can and should do in 
order to promote businesses exporting. 

“This is particularly true for Kent-based com¬ 
panies, which are geographically extremely well 
positioned to break into European markets. 

“Large multinational companies can just 
jump on a plane but for one, two or three-man 


bands that is obviously not possible. They are 
also probably kept so busy running their 
companies that they are not taking time to raise 
their sights.” 

He said a partnership between business, 
government and local authorities could provide 
opportunities. 


“Together with Kent County Council, what I 
would like to see is a one-stop shop offering 
all the support a company needs to export prod¬ 
ucts. They may feel they do not have the exper¬ 
tise to deal with things like export guarantees, 
but this is the sort of area where support would 
be made available.”

Spot checks to ensure construction safety 



HEALTH and safety inspectors 
will be targeting construction 
sites across the county in an 
attempt to improve standards 
across the sector. 

They will be making unan¬ 
nounced visits to ensure duty 
holders are managing high-risk 
activity, such as working at height, 
assess welfare facilities and check 
whether suitable equipment, such 
as head protection, is being used. 

During 2011/12, three workers 


were killed while working in 
construction in the south east 
and 213 were seriously injured. 

Nationally there were 49 deaths 
and more than 2,800 major injuries. 

Emma Stiles, principal inspector 
of the Health & Safety Executive, 
said: "Death and injury continue 
to result from avoidable incidents 
and it is largely those engaged in 
refurbishment and repair work who 
are failing to step up to the mark. 

"Poor management of risks and a 


lack of awareness of responsibili¬ 
ties are unacceptable. 

"In many cases simple changes 
to working practices can make 
all the difference, and can even 
save lives. Therefore if we find 
evidence that workers are being 
unnecessarily put at risk we will 
take strong action. 

"We are determined to drive 
the message home that site safety 
and worker welfare cannot be 
compromised." 


Green cleaning company 
expanding to Pfizer site 


ECO-CLEANING company Clean- 
tec Innovation is set to move to 
Discovery Park, Sandwich, after 
reporting a period of sustained 
growth.

RENAULT has asked “How cheerful is cheap?” 
after launching its Dacia budget brand. 

The arrival, headlined by the Sandero 
supermini - officially the UK’s cheapest car by 
£1,000 - was delayed by the Romanian brand’s 
success in equally cash-strapped markets across 
Europe. 

It seems churlish, then, to quibble at what 
you get for the Sandero’s starting price of 
£5,995... but it’s not a lot. The Access entry 
model has no radio, only comes in white and 
offers basic steel wheels and black bumpers. 

That said, it has five doors, all the safety kit 
expected - though the Euro NCAP safety rating 
was just three stars out of five for an adult 
occupant and four for a child - and the glassy 
cabin and boot are capacious. Ride quality and 
handling is also balanced to suit buyers who 
want an A-to-B motor at the best possible price. 

Nevertheless, this is cheap but not cheerful 
motoring and, as ever, a tempting base price 
aims to get people signed up for higher-spec yet 
still modestly-priced versions. 

Starting at just £600 more, mid-range 
Ambiance trim delivers not only what we now 
expect, such as radio/CD-player, remote central 
locking, electric front windows and body- 
coloured bumpers and wheel trims but also 
bonuses such as remote controls for the sound 
system, plus USB and AUX inputs and 
Bluetooth. The interior also looks less basic, 
though most materials in the Sandero are 
durable rather than luxurious. 

But Dacia reckons most buyers will opt for 
Laureate flagship models, from £7,995, equipped 
with air-con, cruise-control and electric windows 
all round, though you pay extra for alloys. 

However, the Sandero’s hitherto untouchable 
pricing then starts running into real competition, 
such as the ageing but well-organised and 
specified Perodua Myvi - previously seen here 
as the Daihatsu Sirion - Kia Picanto, Hyundai 
ilO and those thoroughly modern city-car 
clones, the VW Up, Skoda Citigo and Seat Mii. 

Most are still dearer on a spec comparison but 
deliver more sophistication, as indeed a nearly- 
new rival might also do for similar money. The 
Kia and Hyundai also have gold-plated 
warranties - though extensions to Dacia’s 
standard three-year/60,000 miles are available 
and the brand already has a good international 
reputation for reliability. 

In addition, Renault has endowed the 
newcomer with decent powertrains. I didn’t test 
the entry-level 1.2-litre petrol, but the three- 
cylinder 0.9-litre TCe petrol turbo (from 
£7,395) is nippy if raucous and whiney. 

The refined 1.5-litre diesel (from £8,395) is 
my best buy, though; diesels in small cars are 
normally a pet hate, but this unit’s weight curbs 
the Sandero’s slightly bouncy suspension and 
delivers a good balance of power and economy, 
while low C02 emissions make it road tax- and 
congestion charge-exempt.

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Honda signals its intent in SUV 
sector with new-look 4G CR-V

IN an effort to distance itself from the old gas- 
guzzling image of SUVs or pseudo off-roaders, 
Honda veered off track with the previous CR-V. 

What we got was a mish-mash design like 
a jacked-up family hatchback that looked neit¬ 
her elegant nor practical. 

That it sold well just goes to show that beauty 
really is in the eye of the beholder. 

Still, the Japanese marque we Brits love to love 
- with key models made in the UK at Swindon 
and taking perennial star billing in customer- 
satisfaction or reliability polls - has produced a 
real crowd-pleaser this time. 

The fourth-generation CR-V launched late last 
year is both stylish and practical without lurch¬ 
ing back towards the boxy off-roader looks of its 
earliest forebears; in other words, a thoroughly 
modern-looking SUV to rival the new Mazda 
CX-5, Hyundai Sante Fe and models from the 
German premium marques. 

There is a bold chrome front grille and classy 
profile adding style to a typically tough SUV look, 
but the high-riding stance belies easy access to 
both the cabin and boot; the latter is one of the 
biggest in this class and sits at a particularly 
handy height, with load-cramming aided by 
easy-flip back seats and - fitted as standard on 
flagship EX models - a powered lift-up tailgate. 

A sign of the CR-V’s prestige in the market¬ 
place is that EX is the most popular trim, with 
thel 53bhp 2.2-litre diesel manual version tested 
here being the top seller in the CR-V line-up. 

It is easy to understand why. 

For a start, it looks good value at a shade 
under £31,000 with full leather seats, that pow¬ 
er tailgate, integrated sat-nav, keyless access, 
alloy door treads, electric driver’s seat and mem¬ 
ory settings and a panoramic glass roof to en¬ 
hance an already airy cabin. 

That’s over and above some generous lower- 
trim levels; Honda has never been tight-fisted

here, but it looks like it is heeding the threat 
from well-specc’d Korean-built rivals from Kia, 
Hyundai and Chevrolet. 

The cabin itself is not particularly showy, but 
there is a real longevity and good sense about 
the materials and layout, with an excellent driv¬ 
ing position and good views, though I thought 
the door pockets a bit miserly. 

Behind the wheel you soon realise that Honda 
has not just taken note of the Marmite - love it or 
hate it - nature of the previous car’s looks but 
also its lack-lustre driving appeal. 

The new car manages to balance handling and 
comfort far better. Let’s face it, nobody really buys 
an SUV and expects GTi handling, but the CR-V 
holds the corners well without leaning as before, 
yet ride quality is far better and only occasionally 
struggles on winter-scarred rural roads. 

Refinement is also good. The car feels well 


made and safe and running costs should also be 
modest for this class, with Honda reliability a 
given, while a big ‘Econ’ button on the dash¬ 
board helps you stay sensible on fuel consump¬ 
tion by making use of stop/start and an economy 
gearshift indicator. 

The tried-and-tested 2.2-litre Honda diesel 
also reminds you how smooth and quiet it is 
while still offering lots of low-down grunt. 

The first CR-V was one of the original ‘soft- 
roaders’ and the new 4x4 versions remain 
capable on slippery and muddy surfaces, even if 
ground clearance is modest. 

However, along with several other manufactur¬ 
ers, Honda has recognised austere times and sensi¬ 
tivity about emissions has finally paved the way for 
front-wheel-drive-only models, which keep en¬ 
try level prices sensible, too, starting at £21,3 9 5, 
though 4x4s also look good value from £22,495. 


First GEAR

MOTABILITY has radically changed 
the way that disabled people and their 
families can live their lives. 

The Government-backed scheme 
enables them to drive for much less 
than it would cost them to buy or 
lease a new or nearly-new car pri¬ 
vately and helps with potentially- 
costly adaptations for controls or 
wheelchair access. 

On top of that, the scheme’s regular 
payments can take care of everyday 
running costs; from insurance, main¬ 
tenance and repairs to breakdown 
assistance - a huge reassurance when 
the cost of motoring is soaring. 

What is more, Motability does not 
insist the disabled person is the driver; 
the car is made available for the ben¬ 
efit of that person, which means that 
up to two other named drivers can be 
on the car’s insurance cover instead 
of the disabled person.

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A new lease of life thanks to Motability 


UNTIL the 1970s, only disabled people who 
could drive themselves received any Govern¬ 
ment help with transport. 

And this was usually a notoriously unstable 
blue three-wheeler with room for the driver only 
- not much use for families. 

It all changed in 19 78, with the launch of the 
Government-backed Motability charity, which 
calculated an allowance that disabled people 
could use towards a vehicle of their choice, re¬ 
moving the stigma of the blue ‘Invacar’ - finally 
outlawed from UK roads in 2003 - and also 
opening up transport to people who relied on 
others to drive them. 

Since then, more than three million cars, 
scooters and powered wheelchairs have been 
sourced through Motability, allowing disabled 
people to go shopping, do voluntary work, visit 
friends, go to the doctor, do sport, give a family 
member a lift or go on holiday - all things that 


the motoring majority tends to take for granted. 

Some users have even been able to take up fur¬ 
ther education or pursue better jobs and careers, 
having been liberated hugely by their new-found 
mobility. 

The scheme was modified earlier last year, 
though, to both streamline the procedures and 
prevent some misuse creeping into the system. 

The key points were: 

■ The list of cars available has now been 
streamlined. 

■ Nominated drivers must live at or within five 
miles of the applicant’s address, though 
special circumstances will still be considered. 

■ Drivers under 25 are restricted to cars with 
an insurance group of 16 or lower and with a 
power output of 115bhp or less 

■ Drivers under 21 are only permitted to drive

SMALL CARS 


TEND to have lower advance payments, run¬ 
ning costs and C02 emissions than larger vehi¬ 
cles. Two- to three-door cars generally have 
wider doors with larger opening angles. 

These may make access easier, but closing the 
door and fitting in narrow parking spaces may 
be harder, while four- to five-door cars benefit 
from superior back-seat access - useful if you 
often have more than one passenger. 


MEDIUM CARS 


So where

WHEELCHAIR-ACCESSIBLE VEHICLES (WAV)| 


WAVS are cars converted to carry passengers 
travelling in their wheelchair or those who wish 
to drive from a wheelchair. 

WAVs may be best if you have trouble getting 
in and out of the car from your wheelchair and 
would prefer to remain in it when travelling as a 
passenger. 

WAVs come in different sizes and have many 
standard features.

A-BOUT TURN: DeGale to fight Alexander Brand 

Colombian steps 
in for DeGale fight 

JAMES DeGale MBE will take on Alexander 
Brand at Bluewater later this month instead of 
Pablo Oscar Natalio Farias, as first planned. 

The 2008 Olympic gold-medallist was origi¬ 
nally pencilled in to fight Farias at the Glow 
complex on Saturday, March 23, but will now 
take on the Colombian Brand at the same venue 
on the same date after complications forced a 
change of plans for the defence of his WBC Silver 
super middleweight title. 

The former WBC Latino champion from Bo¬ 
gota is ranked number 10 by the WBC. He is also 
the longest-tenured fighter in the history of the 
Colombian Olympic team and boasts an amateur 
record of only 20 losses in 43 7 fights. 

DeGale’s promoter Micky Hennessy said: “To 
cover ourselves opponent-wise, my agent in 
North America has been talking to Team Brand 
for the last few weeks and we’re delighted we 
have now got a top-10 fighter for James to prove 
once again that he is a top world-class fighter on 
his march to world honours. 

“Brand is a world-class boxer that not only 
had a brilliant amateur career but also holds a 
professional record of 19-1,” said DeGale. 

“But that could have been 20-0 as his only 
loss was a split decision over eight rounds, and I 
know the feeling losing on a split decision. 

“Once I’ve got past this Colombian puncher, 
who has 15 knockouts in his 20 fights, I will sit 
down with Mick [Hennessy] and look to the big 
fights later this year, maybe against the winner 
of Kessler and Froch or a rematch against Groves 
before going after Andre Ward.” 

Supporting DeGale at Glow will be the son of 
the legendary Chris Eubank, middleweight sen¬ 
sation Chris Eubank Jnr, who will be taking part 
in his 10th professional bout.

Adams feels his young 
guns can shoot for title 

Kent coach Jimmy Adams talks to Greg Miles about his new deal and 
how the county’s promising youngsters can take them to the next level 


JIMMY Adams says that he had little hesitation 
in adding another year to his contract at the St 
Lawrence Ground. 

The 45-year-old’s agreement was set to expire 
at the end of the forthcoming season, but he now 
has a deal until the end of the 2014 campaign. 

Adams oversaw a promising first season in 
charge last year, with a rebuilt squad blending 
experience and Kent academy prospects, which 
was a key reason for his extension. 

“In early December they asked me if there was 
a possibility of putting an extra season on the 
contract,” he said. 

“I got back to them first thing in January and 
that was it. 

“I’m looking forward to working with an 
exciting group of players. I had a tremendous 
experience last year, so once the offer was made 
there wasn’t much hesitation from me.” 

The former West Indies captain has, in the 
same week as signing his new deal, added former 
Somerset all-rounder Calum Haggett to the 
squad. The 2 2-year-old spent the final few 
months of last season with Kent’s second XI and 
did enough to earn a deal. 

“He had a really good year last year and put in 
some good performances. He’s very talented, has 
a good attitude and is somebody I am looking 
forward to seeing grow,” said Adams. 

“Calum played a lot of second-team games last 
year. I didn’t see all of the games, but the reports 
were consistently good. We were very pleased 
with what he did when he was here. 

“We have got six weeks where everybody will 
put their best foot forward.” 

Aside from the arrival of Haggett, it looks un¬ 
likely that there will be other new signings 
before the start of April as Adams is keen to 
continue the development of younger players in 
the squad. 

Last year, Sam Billings, Sam Northeast, Adam 
Ball, Daniel Bell-Drummond, Adam Riley and 
Matt Coles all played a part in first-team affairs, 
and that looks set to be the case this season. 

“We’re tying to develop players. We want to 


build around that core group and, depending on 
spaces available, make sure young players get 
an opportunity,” said Adams. 

“I saw enough to suggest that we have a group 
of players who are capable of winning titles. 

“Until they show me otherwise, and the young 
kids prove they are not up to it, which they’ve 
not done yet, I will go down that route. 

“The club are in agreement they also want to 
see young players progressing through as part of 
how we build going forward. 

“I don’t say it casually - I think we do have 
young players with promise and they’re getting 
to the point where the only thing left for them is 
to sink or swim. 

“If you have an academy and you’re not keen 
to go that last step with the players, it’s a waste 


of resources up until that point. You have to sit 
down as an entity and decide a way forward. I’m 
quite happy with where we are. At the start of 
the season there is a case of ‘It’s yours, brothers, 
make the best of it’. 

“This is the opportunity - go for it.” 

The county still hold an option over all- 
rounder Azhar Mahmood for T20 competition, 
should he decide to play in England this season. 

“We’re still in discussions with Azhar and his 
representatives,” said Adams. 

“The door has definitely not been closed.” 

Talks are also still ongoing about West Indies 
batsman Brendan Nash becoming a ‘Kolpak’ 
player for the forthcoming season, meaning the 
county could then recruit, if they so wished, 
another overseas player.

TUNBRIDGE Wells are just 180 minutes from 
playing for the FA Vase at Wembley, but the 
Kent League club has a much bigger prize in its 
sights. 

Wells wrote another chapter into their history 
last weekend as Andy Irvine struck twice in the 
2-0 win over Suffolk side Hadleigh United to 
book their place into the two-legged semi-finals. 

It takes them a step closer to replicating Deal 
Town’s famous triumph in 2000, when Tommy 
Sampson’s men beat Chippenham Town 1-0 in 
the capital. 

However, Wells chairman Joe Croker insists 
no one is yet dreaming of gracing the home of 
football and is instead hoping to take advantage 
of the “phenomenal potential” the club have on 
the back of their cup run. The quarter-final 
crowd of 1,180 is all the evidence that is needed 
of the potential of which Croker talks. 

Martin Larkin’s side have also averaged an 
impressive gate of 167, which is already bigger 
than most of those in the league above, the 
Ryman One South. 

“We are already by far the best-supported club 
in the Kent League,” he said. “When, and if, we 
get to the Ryman League, it could be even bigger 
- the potential is phenomenal. 

“Our attendances have gone up an awful lot in 
the last few years. We have made a very con¬ 
scious effort to make it into a family club.” 

You might think reaching the semi-finals 
would have boosted their coffers, and you would 
be right - if they did not have to split the travel 
expenses with Newcastle-based Dunston UTS for 
their twice-cancelled fifth-round match, with 
their visitors having to cancel hotel bookings and 
rearrange travel. It left Wells out of pocket, even 
after gate receipts and prize money. 

The run has put the club’s bank balance back 
on an even keel, however, with £10,700 earned 
so far through prize money. 

They have also missed a lot of home games 
due to bad weather and their cup exploits, hav¬ 
ing played just six league games since October. 

There is another £5,000 up for grabs if they 
win their semi-final, while they will net £15,000 
if they win the competition and £7,000 if they 
lose at Wembley. 

While it helps, it is a relatively small figure 
compared with what Croker has in mind for the 
redevelopment of the ground, details of which he 


would not divulge. “We’re going to do a whole 
major improvement of the ground. These things 
take years,” he said. 

“Everyone deserves a lot of credit - the players, 
the management and the fans, everyone associ¬ 
ated with the club.” 

Although their Culverden home can hold 
more than 3,000, it is thought that they will 
have to limit their semi-final tie to about 2,000 
for safety reasons. 


“I know we will be able to get 2,000 people in 
there,” said Croker. 

“What I expect might happen is that we will 
have to put up temporary stands. 

“The capacity is 3,000, but we would never 
allow that into the ground. We will be having 
some very serious discussions with the FA.” 

He added: “There’s still a long way to go. We 
all know that, but we’re very pleased to have got 
this far.”

CEO Egan resigns following ‘terrible’ 


FORMER Margate chief executive Cliff Egan 
feels it would have been hypocritical for him not 
to quit his role at Hartsdown Park. 

Egan resigned earlier this week, feeling he 
had to after a "terrible year" off the pitch for the 
Ryman Premier club. In November the club lost 
their main sponsor Construct Stadia after they 
were liquidated, and in January manager Chris 
Kinnear left to join Dover Athletic. 

However, Egan, who was in the CEO role at 
Gate for the last four years, is keen to stay on as 
commercial manager. 

He said: "I have been thinking about it for a 
few weeks. It has been a terrible year. 

"At the end of the day the responsibility falls 
down to me. We have lost two sponsors - the 
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TOUGH: Gate have lost sponsors and manager 

main one we haven't been able to replace this 
year. Sometimes a bit of fresh blood coming in 
can give it [the club] a bit of impetus. You see 
the same with football managers.

"I just felt it would have been hypocritical [to 
stay on]. As a football club we have, and will, 
dismiss managers over results." 

Egan first started at the club in the 1990s 
before successful spells working on the 
commercial operations of Stoke City and Wolves 
before returning to Gate in 2009. 

He also runs his own business, which, 
combined with his role as Margate CEO, began 
to take its toll. 

"I had a grandson born a year ago and I have 
seen him twice since then - and he doesn't live 
that far away," he said. 

"This is the first day I have had off for 
goodness knows how long. It affects you. They 
haven't invented 27 hours in a day yet."

TERRY Cochrane cemented his place in 
Gillingham folklore for three memorable 
years at Priestfield in the 1980s. 

The Northern Ireland international 
arrived in Kent in October 1983 after five 
years at Middlesbrough, where he made 
himself a fans’ favourite for his silky skills, 
as he would do at the Gills. 

Cochrane started his career in his home 
country, making his name at Coleraine 
before leaving for Burnley in 19 76. He 
helped the Clarets stay in Division Two and 
also earned the first of his 2 6 caps in 19 7 5. 

His move to ’Boro, for a then-club record 
£233,000 in 1978, was also a record for 
a Northern Irish player at the time. 

As part of Keith Peacock’s Division 
Three Gills side, he was responsible for 
providing the ammunition for the 
formidable forward line of Tony Cascarino 
and Dave Shearer while also proving a 
crowd-pleaser with his entertaining style. 

Cochrane was no stranger to stunning 
goals, having written himself into the 
opening credits of Match Of The Day in 
1981/82 while at Boro with an overhead 
kick from the edge of the area in an FA 
Cup win over Swansea the previous season. 

However, he arguably went one better 
with the Gills when Bristol Rovers came 
to Priestfield on December 29, 1984. 

The hapless Pirates keeper skewed a 
clearance to the halfway line, where 
Cochrane collected and fired back after a 
touch into the top corner. 

He left the Gills in 1986 for America 
but failed to make an appearance for 
Dallas Sidekicks. There followed spells at 
Milwall and Hartlepool, where he became 
manager of the ladies team. 

Cochrane now coaches in the 
community back in Middlesbrough.
